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FROM OUR COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT, 

After the occurrences of the past fortnight 
business in this centre throughout the week 
has been very uneventful. If it was the in- 
tention of those who conceived the general 
strike to throw the machinery of distribution 
out of gear, so far as the provision trade here 
was concerned they must have been bitterly 
disappointed. Wholesalers and retailers met 
at Tuesday's market, and, with the exception 
of, perhaps, the casual remark that they 
were glad it was all over, dismissed the 
matter and carried on as though no un- 
toward events had happened. So far as the 
retail trade was concerned, what struck one 
most was the total absence of. panic on the 
part of the purchasing public. There was no 
rush for extra supplies, but rather an all- 
round curtailment of demand, and many 
grocers’ shops bore the announcement, “' No 
advance in prices or Supplies as usual.’ 
In bacon supplies of Irish have been on the 
light side and prices somewhat irregular, and 
it is stated on good authority that a shortage 
is expected in all bacon-producing countries, 
with a consequent upward movement in 
prices. At the meeting of the local Bacon 
Committee, however, no Official change was 
recorded. Most descriptions of butter are 
offering in sufficient quantity to meet require- 
ments, though as vet Irish creameries are 
not much in evidence. In cheese the season 
for New Zealand is drawing rapidly to a 
close. There is a much better tone in eggs; 
merchants report stocks to be clearing steadily, 
and there is every probability of an advance 
in price 

At Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday there i 
was a very good show of cattle, but so far as 
sheep and lambs were concerned the market 
could only be described as over-supplied. The 
whole of the dairy cattle shown, to the num- 
ber of 86, were Irish, but the quality was 
much below the average and prices suffered 
in consequence. The number of Irish fat 
cattle entered at the market was almost 
negligible, and not a single Irish sheep or 
lamb was penned. At the Manchester Pig 
Market trade was almost at a standstill, ar t 
there is no doubt the pork butchers are feeling 
something of the aftermath of the strike. At 
the Manchester Dead Meat Market demand 
during the early part of the week was of a 
fairly satisfactory character, but there was a 
very slow finish. Home-killed meat about 
maintained its price, but for imported there 
was a drop in most descriptions, owing to the 
arrival of heavy supplies which had been held 
up in transit by the labour troubles.

The Mining Dispute. 

The deadlock in the coal industry is 
complete. Negotiations are. at an end, 
and owners and miners alike seem to be 
settling down. to a trial of strength, which, 
if they persist in their attitude, must end 
in the utter ruin of the industry. All 


letters which have been sent by, the Prime 
Minister to the two contending parties. 
Mr. Baldwin does not mince his words, 
and he speaks just as candidly to the 
ownérs as to the miners. He regrets their 
refusal to abandon their uncompromising 
attitude,” telling them plainly that, in 
his opinion, they do not appreciate 
adequately the gravity of the present 
position. He refutes very strongly their 
suggestion that the trouble in the coal: 
industry is a result of political inter- 
ference.”’ If the industry, like many 
other industries, had been able to settle 
its domestic differences, there’ would have 
been no need for the Government to inter- 
vene in the dispute; but, as Mr. Baldwin 
points out very properly, no Government 
worthy of the name could stand-aloof at a 
tims when the national well-being was 
“so vitally and disastrously affected.” In 
his letter to the miners. Mr. Baldwin 
declares that nothing can be done so long 
as tue men persist in their refusal to 
consider proposals for the reduction of 
Labour costs. When they decide to adopt 
a more reasonable attitude he will be 
ready to resume conversations; but he 
warns them that the Government no 
longer considers itself bound b; the offer 
which they have rejected in such summary 
fashion, and announces that the grant of 
a further subsidy will not be made unless 
a settlement is reached before the end of 
the present month. The outlook; un- 
doubtedly, is gloomy. Both parties are 
displaying a strange perversity, which, 
in view of the tremendous issues at stake, 
calls for the strongest condémnation. They 
are allowing the coal industry to drift to 
disaster rather than make that com- 
promise which, sooner or later, will be 
inevitable, and are standing on their 
dignity at a time when the whole economic 
future of their country is on the hazard. 
We do not know Mr: Baldwin’s plans; 
but we are convinced that he will have 
the public’s support in any action, how 
ever drastic, which he may feel compelled 
to take. The stoppage in the coal- 
fields already has existed for three 
weeks. It has been the immediate cause 


of a general strike which paralysed the. 


economic activities of Great Britain for 
nine days, and, directly as well as in- 
directly, it has inflicted almost inestimable 
damage on the count) y. Mr. Baldwin's 
attitude of strict impartiality between the 
disputants has placed him in an extremely 
strong position. The time has come: now 
when we hope that he will use it to the 
fullest advantage.

The Legal Position. 


The Home ' announcement 
that the legal position of trade unions is 
being reviewed is welcomed by the genera] 
public, and not less by ‘moderate trade 
unionists themselves. Legislation may be 
expected this .session as a temporary 
measure to protect the nation against such 
illegalities as confronted it last week, while 
a Royal Commission may be set up to 
review the whole working of trade union 
law. Three changes are requisite. One is 
that no strike should be called unless the 
men themselves approve it by secret ballot 
The open ballot is abused. as the 
moderate members of a union are more 
often than not intimidated into voting 
against their inclinations and convictions. 
The second point is that men should be 
relieved of pressure to continue to contri- 
bute to political funds, and the third that 
peaceful picketing should be redefined, or 
abolished altogether. There is no sugges- 
tion of. or desire for, punitive or vindictive 
legislation, but for such Parliamentary 
action as will protect the public and the 
great mass of moderate men in the unions 
against the hotheads and extremists who 
manipulate the machinery to serve their 
political ends. 


American Coal. 


It is not surprising that arrangements 
are being made for coal cargoes to be 
shipped from the United States to this 
country. This will be a reversal of the 
process which ruled last year; for during 
the prolonged stoppage of the American 
anthracite miners hard coal was taken 
across the Atlantic from Welsh ports. The 
British coal industry will not be benefited 
by the arrival of cargoes from America, 
for, once a foreign coal business obtains a 
footing in any country, it usually main- 
tains some of its hold. This development 
should be an additional reason for the 
miners and owners adjusting their differ- 
ences, for neither party stands to gain in 
the long run by imports from America. 


Over thirty countries will be repre- 
sented by n two hundred * ad 
of Parliament who will take part in the 
International Commercial Parliamentary 
Conference which meets in London on 
Tuesday. France is sending ten delegates ; 
the Italian representatives will number 
fifteen ; Austria is sending six deputies.

According to the Riffian runner Abd-el- 
Krim’s withdrawal from Targuist was ar- 
ranged weeks ago, as soon as the Ujda con- 
ference broke down, and immediately after- 
i began the remoyal of supplies and 
forces. in the direction of the heights of 
Djebbel Hahham, where Abd-el-Krim may 
very ibly make his last stand. The 
Spanish General Staff do not believe that it 
will be possible to dislodge him from Djebbel 
Hahham without many months’ fighting.
